—I've  found  some  EPA  TRI  data  on  local  mines/facilities  that  I need  help  translating.  I am  not 
sure  what  I am  looking  at,  and  need  help  understanding  what  the  data  represents.

Basically  putting  the 
phrase  "toxic  release"  into  perspective.
